Up to Specifications.

"Holding Girl in Car. 


Investigation Only Deepens 
Hollywood Mystery.

WOMAN IN CAR. 


A telephone cal! was received last 
nicht at the Nick Harris Agency 
from John Carol Raldwin, a Harvard 
Mi'itary School student, who sald he 
had seen a young woman being éar- 
ried away in a battered five-paasen- 
cer Ford automobile on Washington 
street between Western and Ver- 
‘mont avenue Tuesday evening a 
short time after Mrs. Witherell di«- 
appeared. He said there were three 
men in the machine two of whom 
were forcibly holding the womar 
down in the tomneau. This was about 
two hours after Mra. Witherell dis- 
apreared. 

Mr. Baldwin and a _ friend, Don 
Savage, were driving toward the city 
when they first noticed the suspicious 
machine driving in the same direc- 
tion. The top of the machine was 
down, Raldwin said, the hood-of the 
engine was missing, and the encine 
was boiling and st-aming as though 
it had been recently put to hard 
usace. A dark-complexioned man 
wearing a cap, Baldwin said. was 
driving. He thought the woman 
looked as though she had. ~»been 
drugged. Baldwin declared. they 
followed tHe car in an effort to get 
the licensg¢ nomber but found that 
both the front and rear license 
plates were missing.

A Woman was burned to death 
and seventeeh persons weré injured when 
an automobile .truck and trailer, loaded 
with cans of gasoline, smashed into a gas- 
Oline ‘hotor railway passenger car at the 
Southern Pacific crossing and Long Beach 
boulevard, Huntington Park “I sounded 
the signal, but evidently the truck driver 
felt he could beat me across the track,” 
says the engineer of the passenger car. 
There we have the explanation of many 
grade-crossing accidents which could easily 
bave been avoided. The driver of the auto or 
the truck wanted to get ahead of the raflroad 
train. The Automobile Club of Southern 
Valifornia and the railroad companies have 
time and again appealed to drivers to avoid 
trouble at level crossings by coming to a 
Gead stop. Nobody can really be in such 
a hurry as to be unable to spare the few 
minutes which this safety rule calls for. 
“Heaven save us from the irresponsible 
truck driver who won't take time to insuro 
safety,” will have to be the daily prayer of 
people who travel unless steps can be taken 
to make these terrors of the highway exert 
due care. Some of these men seem to 
think that everything should get out. of 
their way. They have no compunction tn 
disregarding signals and endapgering hu- 
man life. The accounts published in va- 
rious newspapers concerning the accident 
at Huntington Park ‘Indicate that there 
was not the slightest occasion for it. The 
Southern Pacific board of inquiry states 
that the driver Of the truck had a clear 
view of the train 1500 feet from the cross- 
ing and warnings were sounded by engine 
and bell, but he ignored them. He tried to

“We in Europe,” said a prominent Am- 
Dassador in Washington the other day, 
“know that an age is dying.” He then 
went right on to argue, for more leniency 
by this country in credit to Europe and for 
the permanent adoption of the policy of 


4, rising or falling with the Old World. 


It is precisely this attitude ‘of being ap 
parently com t about goimg to the 
dogs that is causing Europe's situation to 
baffle many men of the most generous im- 
pulses in this country. We must establish 
working connections, through some kind of 
a league, with the rest of the world, which 
still means, largely, Europe. But the real 
problem of getting Burope more genuinely 
interested in standing on her own feet will 
still remain to be faced. 


For nearly four years now the Old World 
bas been heavily in debt to the New. Al- 
though more than two years have passed 
| since hostilities ceased, Burope has not cut 
Gown her indebtedness {> us, but has ac- 
tually added to it. Above all, Burope is not 
taking what she owes this country seriously. 

There have been glib and semi-official 
suggestions that we “wipe the slate clean.” 
Lbere have been diplomatic maneuvers bor 
éerting on the hostile and economic plans 
for shutting off raw materials from us. 
lastly, there has been, in all seriousness, 
the assumption of the right to use $4,000,- 
009,000 borrowed from us to build up for 
one European nation a navy which will 
compel us to spend billions for our own 
Security upon the seas. We have, it seéms, 
no special privileges ag creditors, but we 
bave an endless obligation to keep put: 
ting up. P 

This situation, doubtless, reflects not so 
much the attitude of the people of Europe 
as of those politicians who dare not square- 
ly put before their people the true facts as 
to what the varfous nations owe. They 
are trying to retain confidence at home by 
posing as holding up their prestige without 
heaping up heavier tax burdens, but when 
they speak through their representatives in 
this country it is to remind us that we must 
not press them lest the governments of Eu- 
rope crash to earth. 

But, if the govertfments of Europe wil' 
Dot acquaint their peoples with the facts, ts 
it not time for our government to do so? 
Did our people not say in the last election 
that they want to help Europe, but not if 
she is going to try to put on us more than 
our share of the load? 

Even if we establish the most idealistic 
family of nations and have the best kind of 
league, we can arrive at no permanent and 
Wholesome basis for the future unless we 
are working toward full and speedy settle- 
ment of debts between nations and eco 
nomic stability in all quarters. 

It would be a genuine kipdness for this 
government to make the facts clear to the 
people of Burope, even if the revelations 
unmake Cabinets and drive from power 
men long closely in touch with America. 
After all, we owe more to France and to 
England as a whole than to the men who 
bappen at a given time to be ascendant in 
those nations. We owe more to our peo- 
ple than to the diplomatic system which 
| has thrown @ ring of “governmental cour- 
tesy” around one ruling group to protect 
it from any trouble growing out of the ut- 
terances of a ruling grotp in another land. 

America wants to help Europe. America 
MUST help Europe, for the reason that 
America can never be at her best unt!) Eu- 
rope gets back into shape. But right now, 
and for several’ years to come, America 
wants Europe to meet her half way—and 
just a little bit moré. She wants the 
conditions made known to the people who 
must finally meet the debts which are hid- 
Gen from them by their nefvous govern- 
ments. Finally, she wants and has a right

ELGIUM UP, AUSTRIA DOWN. 

What a lesson in national morals was 
contained in two items of news that ap- 
peared in Tuesday morning's issue of The 
Times! One relating that the Belgian loan 
was Oversubscribed before the books were 
opened, and the other telling of the convo- 
cation of the Allied Supreme Council in 
Paris to discuss means for rendering aid to 
the desperate, starving population of Aus- 
tria. 

Belgium is rapidly repairing the damages 
caused by the world war. They were sur- | 
face injuries. The heart wf her people 
was untouched. Austria is daily sinking 
lower into the depths. Her territory suf- 
fered little physical damage during the war. 
sone of the cities in the present Austrian 
territory was subjected to bombardment. 
Un the surface of Austria the war left not 
a single scar. Yet her industries are par- 
alyzed; her people are starving; there is 
no raw material for manuiacturing pur- 
roses; there is no seed for planting; a once 
proud and mighty people has become a na- 
tion of mendicants. 

Austria is suffering from a complete 
‘moral collapse. As an empire she placed 
national expediency before national honor. 
For more than a century the Hapsburgs had 
adopted the interfiational policy of always 
rushing to the aid af the winner. After the 
lapse of a century the treachery of Metter- 
nich to Napoleon has been avenged. Met- 
ternich was the father of the modern dip- 
lomatic policy of the Hapsburgs. As a 
statesman he possessed a great intellect 
and a corrupt heart. He was wont .to say 
that he mever trafficked in abstractions, 
that justice was a question of sentiment 
and that nations could not afford to place 
sentimental considerations before the na- 
tional interest. 

That policy enabled the Austrian ship of 
state to ride the turbulent waves of inter 
national policy and internal discontent for 
three generations; but she finally foun- 
dered and now appears as a total wreck. 
Justice, which Metternich regarded as an 
abstraction, is a fundamental moral law of 
the universe. It existed before human so- 
ciety was organized and it will exist 
this planet ceases to be a human. habita- 
tion. The Austrian empire fell because it 
was organized in opposition to a moral 
law. The World War hastened its col- 
lapse; buf, under any conditions, Austria 
could not long have escaped the Inevitable. 

Count Czernin, Foreign Minister for Aus- 
tria under the Hapsbures, admits that this 
is the case in his recent memoirs, one of 
the most insfructive books on European 
diplomacy and intrigue that has been pub- 
lished since the war. His memoirs remind 
one of the confessions of an ex-convict. He 
writes th@t the Austro-Hungarian empire is 
dead beyond recal] and he makes some in- 
teresting disclosures concerning the court 
intrigues that preceded the fall. He says 
frankly that itm 1914 “Austria-Hungary’'s 
Watch had run down. . . Even with- 
out the war the fall of the monarchy would 
bave happened. It is, of course, 
impossible to say in what manner it would 
have occurred had war been averted 
: probably more slowly, and with- 
out dragging the whole warld into the whirl- 
pool We were bound to die. We were at 
liberty to choose the manner of our death, 
and we chose the most terrible.” 

This condition is easy to understand. The 
moral collapse was the result of perfidies 
a century old. The sins of the fathers were 
visited upon the fourth generation. . But it 
is not so easy to understand why the peo- 
ple should have sunk with their govern- 
ment into chaos. Perhaps they had been 
on their kmees so long before their titled 
masters that they were ifcapable of stand- 
ing in an upright position. None of their 
physica] means of support had been de- 
stroyed; yet they have been unable to or- 
Ganize themselves sufficiently to produce 
the necessities of life. 

“No chaos,” wrute Carlyle, “can con- 
tinue chaotic with a soul in it.” Can-it be 
that the soul of Austria is dead? Was Met- 
temich a Faust who sold his country to a 
Mephistopheles? The rest of the world 
will refuse to believe that the Austrian 
flame has been wholly sniffed out. For, as 
a people, the Austrians tanked in intellect 


with the best im Burope. In surgery, the 


Aistrian clinics were unsurpassed. In 
mvsic, the Austrian masters were princes of 
melody. For painting and arcaitecture, the 
studios and galleries of Vienna were world 
famed. Austria was lacking in but two 
things in the realm of art, literature and 
the sciences: great philosophers and great 
writers of romantic fiction. 

Neither were the Austrians dissolute as 
@ race. They were neither Puritanical nor 
keentious. Perhaps better than any other 
Kuropean people they represented the 
juste miliieu.

Perhaps the trained investigators of the 
Allied Supreme Council will be able to dis- 
cover the remedy necessary to make the 
Austrian people self-supportiug. The Aus- 
trians have given too mvch to the world of 
Intellect and the world of industry to be 
permitted to pass as a people without a se 
Tious effort to sare them. 

Striking. is the lesson that history has 
written under the guiding aand of destiny 
in, the contrast of the fate of the Belgian 
and the Austrian peoples. Belgium dared 
to s&crifice its very national existence for 
a principle. She bore her cross without 
fiinching and is now receiving her crown. 
Helgian honor ts a security waich no credi- 
tor will scorn; while Austrian honor pos- 
sesses only the value of a paper. 
That is why money flows by the tens of 
millions from foreign coffers into the Bel- 
gian treasury while Austria's credit is non- 
existent.

THE FARMER.

A farmer in computing his income tax on taxable net income for the 
year 1920 must use two forms, known as Forms 1040-F, 1040 or 1040-A. 


The reasons follow: 


Fofm 1040-F covers schedule of farm income and expenses in four 


pages.

If your accounts are kept on a cash receipt and disbursement

Income and expenses on an accrued basis, fill in pages 2 and 3 only of 


Form 1 040-F. 


After compiling your data on Form 1040-F and you find your income 
is below $5000, you are to use Form 1040-A for the transferring of the

1040-F is more than $5000, you are to use Form 1046. 

Form 1040-F is to be used for enumerating the details and must be 
attached to your individual return when sent to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. In other words, the net result from the farm operations ts to 
be transferred to the individual form under Schedule “A,” Income from 


Business or Profession.

The rates on 1920 taxable income shall be the same as for 1919. 
After deducting th personal exemption, all net income up to $4000 
is taxable at 4 per cent and all net income above $4000 is taxable at 8 


per cent. 


An additional tax, called surtax, is imposed at graduated rates on net 


income in excess of $5000; in other words, on net Income between $6000 
and $6000 the surtax rate is 1 per cent. From $6000 on the surtax rate 


increases 1 per cent on each $2000.

Sister-in-Law of Slain Man 
Describes Tragedy.

Saw Her “Slip Up and Fire 
at Back of Victim.” 


Miss Joan Marshall, a sister of 
Mra. McCullough Graydon, whose 
husband was siain at 36 Sherman 
avenue, Venice, Sept. 1, 1920, was 
the star witness fos the prosecuffion 
atythe trial of Mra. Maybelle Roe in 
Judge Houser's court yesterday. She 
was not only an eyewitness of the 
killing of McCullough Graydon, but 
saw the revolver with which he was 
slain in the hands of Mrs. Roe, she 
said. 

Miss Marshall detailed the inci- 
dents leading up to the shooting. She 
said she saw Mr. Graydon struck in 
the face when the row started on 
the lawn; saw her brother-in-law 
stooping, knees bent, and observed 
Mrs. Roe slip back of him. 

She declared that Mra. Roe held 
a revolver in bath hands and fired 
from a distance of only a foot and 
a half from Mr. Graydon, the bullet 
entering his back. When her broth- 
er-in-law fell and the participants 
in the fight were standing awe- 


struck, she sald she asked the chauf- 
feur to drive her to the police sta- 


on. 

The defense did not croks-exam- 
ine Miss Marshall at any great 
length. They do not deny that Mrs. 
Roe fired the fatal shot, but assert 
she discharged the weapon when it 
appeared that the life of Oscar A. 
Bowers, one of her friends, was in 
danger from Graydon's attack. Mr. 
Bowers is a cripple. 

Clarence Lioyd Atkins, the chauf- 
feur who drove Mrs. Graydon to the 
Venice bungalow and was a witness 
to the shooting of Mr. Graydon,. de- 
scribed the revolver which he saw 
in Mrs. Roe's hand.
